Claims 22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Navi. 

The engraved surface roller 10 of col, 1, line 15 and col. 2, lines 20-23 reads on 
the applicator roller. The rubber form friction dry roller of col. 1 , line 1 7 reads on the 
claimed form roller. Lines 1 6-1 7 states that contact for ink transfer is present between 
the surface roller and the form roller. A baffle 18 having a top 20 is disclosed at col. 40 
lines 54 and 60-62. The reverse angle doctor blade 16 defining the front wall of ink 
reservoir 14 reads on the wiper blade and alignment angle. See col. 2, lines 20-23 and 
figure 1 . 

The top 20 of the baffle is above the blade 16 and its line of contact with the 
applicator roll 1 0. The rotation of the roller 1 0 generates a circular flow of ink within the 
reservoir in parallel with the cylinder 10's rotation. See col. 2, lines 65-69. This reads 
on maintaining a volume of ink against the applicator roller and on claim 24. Figure 1 
shows the downward rotation direction. 

Claims 23 and 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
